The other day a myBterious Bhipment 
was made through this city on the Wa- 
bash road. 


The freight was labeled "piano," and 
oame from the British dominio.is oon- 
signed 
to Mrs, Lewis, Tntan, Oiilifor- 
nia. 
The federal authorities discovered 
that the piuno was filled with opium 
smuggled 
into 
tbis 
country 
with- 
out duiy, and Deputy Marshal 
Wilkin- 
son 
the case. 
He stopped the 
freig. W St. Louis and the queer article 
will arrive here to-morrow or the day 
after, to be seized and confisoated by the 
federal authorities. 
The box 
weighs 
1,800 pounds and is qui^e a capture. 


The Indianapolis authorities captured 
a big consignment of emugglod opium 
the other day, and the article stopped 
by Mr. Wilkinson evidently belongs to 
some company which ic operated Irom 
the Canadian provinces by 
"Opium 
Pete," who is famed as a smuggler. 


The Chinese 
company wliich thuB 
tries to defraud the government is very 
wealthy, having i«3,000,000 of caj.ital 
and with agents and distributing points 
in every part of i he country. 
At Vic- 
toria, B. O., it has ten large warehouses 
and factories where the pure Obina drug 
is adulterated and made over for this 
market. 


Tue coast is so well guarded by the 
treasury oiiicers that very little of 
the 
drugs can get past them. 
Hence vast 
quantities of it destined for San 
Fran- 
oiBCO has to come over the 
Canadian 
Pacific into Canada, 
and then 
by 
smuggling as described, finds its way 
back to the cojitb over the contiuent. In 
order to prevent detection thesmuggling 
is done at difi'erent points on the 
line 
between Canada and the United States, 
alternately, and it is said that between 
Port Huron and Quebec, there are up- 
ward of two hundred 
"fences" and 
smugglers. 
The 
traflfic is enormous, 
and the cost of freight and getting it in 
without duty makes the opium habit an 
expensive as well as a deadly one.

a Kentneky Jail and Hang 


to a Trr®. 


EtanbviuiB, Ind., June 11.—At Hen- 
derson, 
twelve iDilea below here, at 
1 o'clock this moining, James Foster, 
colored, was taken from jail by a mob 
and 
hanged. 
Foster 
was 
arrested 
Thursday morning at the instance of 
John Howard, charged with outraging 
the latter's little eight-year-old daughter, 
a few miles from Hendeison, in the 
country. 
Foster, on being arrested, 
strenuously denied his guilt, but the 
evidence was convincing. 


The greatest indignation was created 
throughout 
the 
neighborhood 
and 
threats of lynching were heard on all 
sides. A mob came in from the country, 
but they found Jailev Johnson on 
the 
alert and they returned to their homes 
determined to come back and avenge the 
bmtal crime. 


As the quiet little city was asleep at 
midnight last night, two hundred armed 
Kentuckians mounted 
on 
horseback 
rode into the city. 
Pulling up at the 
jail, they made a da^h for the 
barred 
door, and 
l>efore the jailer was fully 
alarmed they were inside. 


iiteaking down the cell door, they 
dragged the brute out into the street 
and, putting him into a vehicle, started 
wilh him to the scene of his crime be- 
fore the town was aware of the intru- 
sion. 
All along the road the prisoner 
begged his captors to spare his life and 
told all manner of stories to prove his 
innocence. 


When the party arrived at the woods 
where the outrage was committed they 
selected a strong oak, threw the rope 
over a limb and strung the negro up. 
Then they quietly dispersed.
